The Apostle Paul takes special pains tu commend the women who 
labored with him in the Gospel. It is said in the Gospel that cer- 
tain women ministered to Christ of their substance. The hand and 
heart of a converted woman are mighty forces under God for the 
accomplishment of His purposes. 

ihe women of our ‘State are doing .a noble work. 7 hey are in 
many churches an educational force along mission lines, besides the 
large amounts of money put directly into the work. We feel sure 
that our women have a yet greater work to do, when more’ of them 
shall be organized for active work and co-operation. 

We quote from the report on Woman’s Work read at our last 
State Convention. ‘The crying need of this work is the combining 
and eliciting of the forces in the churches. Therefore the committee 
recommend the following : 

1. “*That the incense of gratitude arise from our hearts to God’s 
throne for what has already been done by the few consecrated ac- 
tive women, and that we fervently pray for a revival of interest 
among our women fn this work. 

2. “That the Pastors acquaint themselves thoroughly with the 
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work so as to instruct their chure 
organize societies.”

Report on Missions. 

Missions is one. When God himself gave the commission, ‘‘Go ve 
into all the world and make disciples of all the nations,”’ he made 
no limitations as to places or peoples. Forconvenience we speak of 
State, Home and Foreign Missions. Our State Board last year 
raised and expended about $10,500.00, aiding more than ninety 
weak places in twenty-six Associations, thus putting the Gospel in 
the reach of thousands of peuple and effecting the salvation of hun- 


dreds. 
Phe Home Board collected and expended last year $91,075.11, help- 


ing 2,660 churches and stations in which 6,671 baptisms were re- 
ported and 7,229 were received by letter, making 13,800 additions to 
our churches through the work of this board. We thank God for 
this, but there are yet more than- 12,000,000 responsible souls un- 
saved in our southland. It is the purpose of our Home Board to as- 
sist our State Boards in reaching all these with the Message of Sal- 


vation. 
Great blessings attended the work of our Foreign Mission Board 


last year—blessings to the heathen, blessings to the churches, and 
blessings to the individual givers.. Greater blessings still await our 
churches when we follow closer our marching orders. 

There was contributed last year to this work $156,083.33 and on 
the fields occupied by Southern Baptists there were 1,009 baptisms 


reported. : ; 
The nations of all the earth have thrown open their doors to Mis 


sionaries, and have raised the Macedonian cry, ‘‘Come over and 
help us.”’ 

Last year Mississippi gave to State Missions $10,500.00, to Home 
Missions $4,099.08, to Foreign Missions $9,039.15, making a total of 
$24,638.23, or a little less than 25 cents per member. This year we 
are asked to raise for State Missions $13,500.00, for Home Missions 
$7,000.00, for Foreign Missions $11,000.00, making a total of $31,- 
500.00, or less than 32 cents per member. Now the cost of mission 
work is far less in proportion than any other business enterprise, 
averaging only 30 cents on the dollar.

The purpose of the Young People’s movement is the development 
of Baptist Young people in Christian work. 

That our young people (and old people too, for that matter) need 
development is universally conceded. That this development is be- 
ing done very satisfactorily by many churches, through the Baptist 
Young People’s Union is very evident from the report that comes 
from those who have tried it. 

The desire is to get all our people to read and study ‘their Bibles 
regularly, systematically, that we may know God’s will and do it 
here in the world. 

The endeavor is also made to have our people make a diligent 
study of missions, acquainting themselves with the fields, th® work- 
ers, and their obligation in the work. 

The relation that a Young People’s Society sustains to the church 
is precisely the same as that of the Sunday School and Woman’s 
Missionary Society. a 

Of course, the Baptist Young People’s Union will not run by it- 
self, any more than will the Sunday School or Prayer Meeting. A 
lazy man need not try to run a Young People’s Union; it calls for 
too mucn hard work, and he will fail. : 

We recommend : First, That all our churches, where practicable,: 
organize» their young people into Unions, and pursue the Bible studies 
therein this winter. 

Second, That all the churches send delegates to the Baptist Young 
People’s Convention, which convenes at Wesson next November 
and get in touch with the work and the workers.

Orphans Home. 

In the year 1893 that consecrated man of God, Brother L. S. Fos- 
ter was duly impressed with the importance of providing for the 
orphaned, destitute children in our State being guided and directed 
by the power of the Spirit. Brother Foster continued to pray and 
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to press the matter until May 1897,| when. the orphanage was 

opened in the city of Jackson in a rented house. In a short time ’ 

one cottage of six rooms was erected on the orphanage grounds. 

This was immediately filled with dependent children. Soon another 

cottage awas completed, and was filled| as readily as the first. At 

the State Convention sufficient money was raised to sink 4 well, 

which affords an abundance of pure wafer. 
Through Brother Foster, with nothing but faith in the promises 

of God and the Baptists of the State. this institution has advanced 

steadily until at this time it has Property amounting to $18,000, 

ind the cause indelibly impressed in the/hearts o! the Baptist people. 

There are to-day 48 children in the institution, with 3o more asking 

for admission, but owing to the want of room they were’ deni¢d ad- 

mittance. However, Brother A. E. Jennings and others, beihg im- 

pressed with the idea of erecting a $10,0p0 brick buiidi Se was 

raised for this purpose, and is now deing put into the oullding, 
Your committee most prayerfully ask that each pastor of this As- 


sociation present this matter to his church for a building fund to be 
ised in the interest of the orphanage.

Brethren, we your Committee on Temperance, beg leave to submit 
the following report: , 

In the ordinary acceptation of the term temperance it conveys the 
idea of a moderate use of those things that are helpful in this life. 
But when used relative to the use of intoxicants means absolute 
abstinence. 

The people of God should be careful to use every precaution 
to prevent the use of anything that is hurtful in its influence on 
society and damning in its effect upon those who are addicted to its 
use. We can do this only by meeting the responsibility of duty to 
God and his cause. \ 

It is indeed a sad thought to see such a monster evil stalking 
abroad in the light of the twentieth century because of the flagrant 
disregard of obligation on the part of the professed people of God. 

Brethren, we recommend that every member of this Association 


' give his active support to the suppressio” of the sale of all intoxi- 


cants, and that we enter the fight against King Alcohol, giving our 
prayers, influence and earnest opposition until it shall have no rest- 
ing place in the borders of our fair land.

ARTICLE 1. The name of this Assogiation shall be the LEB- 
ANON BAPTIST ASSOCIATION, 
ART. 2. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, 
ind a Clerk who shall also be exofficio Treasurer. They shall be 
elected annually by ballot and hold their ae until their succe$sors 
ire elected. 
ART. 3. The object of this Association shall be the promotipn of 
the Redeemer’s'kindgom by the concentration of Christian labof, in- 
ication of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly interce urse 
imong the churches: 
ART.. 4. Members of the Association may be of two classes, viz: 
Male delegates, and messengers who shall produce evidence of {their 
‘ppointment by the churches which they propose to represent, 
Deing entitled to seats. Only the delegates shall have the right to

ART. 6. This Association shall onlv ave the power of af ad- 
visory council and shall in no wise infringd upon the rights or 
pendence of the churches. 

ART. 7. No queries shall be considered by the Association uhless 
regularly sent up through the churches, and such queries shall em- 
brace only question$ of doctr ne. 

ART. 8. The Association shall meet annually as may be agreed 
upon, and after enrolling the names of the Leame proceed by bal- 
lot to the election of a M erator, and Clerk who shall be ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Association. 


ART. 9. The duties of the various officers of the Association 
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shall be similar to those of all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s Par- 
liamentary Manual shall be the basis of all dectsions of order. 

ART. to. Churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted by 
this body, may become members of this Association by a unanimous 
vote, and letters of dismission may be obtained without assigning a 
reason therefor, by the concurrence of a majority present, while the 
Association retains the right of withdrawing from such churches as 
it shall deem heterodox or disorderly. 

ART. 11. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
annual meeting of the. Association by a three-fourths, vote of the 
delegates present.
